PASSED BY A VOTE OF 3« TO 


Hundred and fieveiity-Four 


Amendments Added to the House 


Bill—Couforces Meet Today. 


•WASHINGTON, July 7.— By the decisive 


•vote of 38 to 28, the tariff bill was passed 
in the senate shortly before 5 o'clock to 
day. The culmination of the long and 
arduous struggle had excited the keen* 
eat interest and the floor and the galler- 
iee of the senate"cuaniber" were crowded 
by those anxious to witness the closing 
scene. Speaker Reed, Chairman Ding- 
ley and many of the members of the 
hooae of representative were in the 
rear area, while every seat in the gal- 
leries, eave those reserved for foreign 
representatives, were occupied. 


The main interest centered in the final 


vote and aside from tbis there was little 
•of a dramatic character in the debate. 
The early part of the day waa epeut on 
amendments of comparatively little im- 
portance, the debate branching into 
financial and anti-trust channels. By 4 
o'clock the senators began manifesting 
their impatience by calls for "vote," 
"vote," and thereafter the last amend- 
ment was disposed of and the final vote 
began. There were many interruptions 
•as paira were arranged, and then, at 4.55 
o'clock, the vice president arose and an- 
nounced the passage of the bill, yeas 38, 
noes 28. There was no demonstration, 
but a few scattered hand claps were 
given as tho crowds dispersed. 


Senator Aldrich withdrew hia vote to 


pair with Senator Murphy and the vote 
etooi.l 38 to 28.

The ne^ative'vote was cast by twenty- 


five Democrats, two Populists, Harris of 
KanaaB aud Turner, and otio silver Re- 
publican, Cannon. Total 28. 


Eight Republicans were paired for the 


bill and eight Democrats against it. The 
Bunators present and not voting were: 
Populists 4, vi/,: Butler, Heltfeld, Kyle 
and Stewart; silver KepubHcane 2, viz: 
Teller and Pettifirow. 


Following tho passage of the bill a 


resolution was agreed to asking the 
houee for a conference, and Senators 
Allison, Aldrich, Platt of Connecticut, 
Burrowa, Jones of Nevada, Vest, Jones 
of Arkansas and White were named as 
conferees 01; the part of the senate. 


Tho tariff debate began May 25lh, on 


which day Mr. Aldrich, on behalf ol the 
finance committee, made the opening 
statement on tho bill. The Actual con- 
sideration of the bill began, the next 
day, May 20th, when schedule A, relat- 
ing to chemicals, was taken up. 


The debate has been continuous since 


then, covering six weeks and one day. 
It has been notable in some respects, 
Although it lias lacked many of the 
dramatic aud oratorical features mark- 
ing past debates. From the outset the 
advocates of the bill refrained from set 
speeches and the diecUBflion was nar- 
rowed to a consideration of rates and 
schedules, rather than general princi- 
ples. Mr. Aldrich's illness took him 
from the chamber after the first day, 
and einco then the bill has been in im- 
mediate charge of Mr. Allison. The 
opposition has beendirected in the main 
by Mr. Janes of Arkansas and Mr. Vest 
-of Missouri, while Senators White, Cat- 
iery, Gray and Allen' have frequently 
figured in the debate. The bill as it 
goes back to the house, re-enacts the 
anti-trust sections of the Wilson act, 
while the reciprocity and retaliatory 
provisions are substituted for those of 
the house.

Aside 
from these more important changes, the 
bill as it goes back to the house has 874 
amendrae nts, of various degrees of im- 
portance, which uiuat bo reconciled be- 
tween tho two branches of congress. 


the conferees will have to solve will b 
the sugar schedule. The house coil 
ferees will make a strong stand for the 
house schedule, which they claim ha 
been received with approval by the He 
publicans and the Republican press o 
the country generally. 


On the subject of hides the house con 


fereoe are disposed to yield, but not to 
the full extent of the duty imposed by 
the senate. The senate lixes the duty 
at 20 per cent ad valorem. Some of the 
members of the house talk of a com- 
promise at 10 per cent. A compromise 
on wool rates also appears probable. 


The Republican representatives of the 


senate in the conference express the 
opinion that the conference will be very 
brief. 


"We oueht to conclude the conference 


in four or five days," said Senator Aid- 
rich, "and bo prepared to adjourn by 
the 15th of the month." 


"1 should say that we should be able 


to adjust all our differences in a week's 
time at the most," Mr. Allison said. 


The Democratic conferees did not take 


so sanguine a view. 


CURRENCY REFORM. 


President McKinley Will Address 


Congress on the Subject. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—President Me- 


Kinley called a special meeting of the 
cabinet today. After a discussion last- 
ing over aa hoar it was decided tbat tbe 
President should send a message to con- 
gress recommending legislation provid- 
,ng for a commission to adjust tbe cur- 
rency questions of the country tomor- 
row, provided the tariff bill passes tbe 
anate. 
The message was framed by tbe Presi- 


dent himself and like bis other special 
messages to congress, atatea the neces- 
sity of tbe occasion tersely. It was pre- 
pared by him after a consultation with 
me or two advisors and submitted to 
he cabinet as a whole only today, when 
t was read in complete form. It re* 
citea the fact tbat the tariff bill baa now 
laseed both houses and tho Ben ate and 
10 pea that it will soon be concurred in 
ly both houses. With that acted upon 
, subject of equal importance, he gays, 
demands immediate attention, that of 
eform iu our currency. The message 
quotes from tho President'a inaugural 
address, in which he said : 


"Our fiqancial system needs aouie re- 


vision ; our money is alt good now, but 
its value must not be further threatened. 
It should all bo put on au enduring 
basis, not sabject to easy attack, nor its 
stability to doubt or dispute. There- 
fore, I believe it necessary to devise a 
eye to in which, without diminishing the 
circulating medium, or offering a pre- 
mium for its contraction, will prove a 
remedy lor thceo arrangements, which 
are temporary in their nature anil might 
well in the years of our prosperity have 
been displaced by wiser 
provieiona.

The ineesnge clonea with the hope tbat 


the congress will enact legislation at this 
aogelon to authorize this com mission to 
be made up of both parties BO that tbo 
President may be prepared to report to 
congress when it reassembles in the llrat 
term of the next regular session. 


The President, while believing that 


coiiRrees will respond to hia uioesage, is 
not over confident, and there was some 
diOerenco of opinion expressed by the 
cabinetaa to the fate the recommendation 
would meet at thia session. Tbo ma- 
jority, however, believed that the oppor- 
tunity was at least a favorable one, and 
it was at any rate the duty of the act- 
ministration to do what it could to 
hasten the reform.

CONFEREES TO MEET. 


The Sugar Problem Will Be a Dif- 


ficult One to Solve. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—The firat moot- 


ing of the conferees on tho tariff bill 
will be held tomorrow, as soon after tho 
representatives of the bonse are named 
as is possible for them to assemble and 
the meetings after tho formal gathering 
tomorrow will be aa nearly continuous 
AS the physical endurance of the mem- 
bers of the conference will permit. 


The minority in the house will make 


jio opposition to the Republican pro- 
gram of sending tbe tariff bill to confer- 
-QDce at once. 


Aa tho conferees are the ranking of 


'the committee from each side the con- 
ferees of the house will be Chairman 
.Dingier, Messrs. Payne of New York, 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania, Hopkins of Illi- 
nois and Groavenor ot Ohio, Republi- 
cans, and Messrs. Bailey of Texas, Mc- 
Millan of Tennessee and W heeler of Ala- 
bama, Democrats.. As to the length ol 
the conference there is a difference ol 
opinion among the house conferees. 
Chairman Dingley, speaking of the con- 
ference on the McKinley bill, said it 
lasted two weeks, and there were not as 
many vital points of difference between 
the two houses then as there are now. 


General Grosvenor, on the other handL 
predicts that the bill will be a law a 
week from Saturday if the bill gooa Into 
conference tomorrow. The rumor afloa 
today to the effect thftt the house mana 
gore had agreed to accept the bill as if

conference twenty-four hours and the 
Republicans have had an opportunity to 
go over their differences and ascertain 
the temper of each fli'lo with regard to 
the main points in controversy, it will 
be much easier to prognosticate the time 
which will be required to reach a full 
agreement.

The ominouB calm which is now pre 


vailing regarding the Hawaiian question 
s not dillicult to interpret, and any one 
fko runs may read, notwithstanding 
lie secrecy which attend a tho prepara- 
tions of the Japanese government for a 
descent upon the Hawaiian Islands. 


This is their aim and unless their claims 
ire fully met and promises of good be- 
lavior are made regarding the Sand- 
wich Islands, we shall suon hear that 
tbe flag of Japan has replaced that of 
,he present shaky republic. That the 
Fapaneee government lias a just claim 
against the Hawaiian republic ia beyond 
question. That tho Japanese will press 
the claim there is not ft doubt. Who 
will take Bides with Hawaii? America? 
What will be tbo result? The Japanese 
population now on the Sandwich Islands 
ia about 25,000, say. Eighteen thousand 
of them are men, and those men fire 
practical soldiers who have been through 
their conscript term in the army. To 
send over two or three large transports 
with tbe necessary arms, ammunition, 
field guna, etc., is the eaeieat thing poa- 
nblo. 


With Japan'e large fleet of merchant 


jhipa as transports, its large coal fields 
to draw its coal supplies from, backed 
up by its warships, which are now in 
excellent repair and aoon to be aug- 
mented by its formidable battleships 
Fuji Kan and Yashima Kan, and its 
strong fleet of torpedo boats, America 
could not land a single man on the Ha- 
waiian Islands, They would meet tbe 
fate of the Chinese on board the Kow- 
shing in the late war. There are only 
two bar bora worthy of tbe name in the 
Sandwich lalanda—Honolulu and Hilo— 
and these and any other possible land* 
ing places would be seized upon by 
Japan before America could think ot 
moving, by tbe troops which would be 
drawn from those who aro already there 
aa emigrants.

Tlie hoaraenoBH at firat prevented hia 
voice from carrying any great distance 
beyond the platform, and a number, 
believing that they would not be able to 
hoar, and perhaps satisfied with a good 
look at the silver champion, left the 
erounde. 
As Bryan warmed to hie theme, how- 


ever, hia voice grew clearer and soon his 
triumphant notes were thrown, without 
apparent effort, to the outskirts of tho 
throng, more tDan 300 yards away.

It was eoveral 
minutes before order was reatored and 
then Chairman Alford of the Demo- 
cratic etfile centre! committee intro- 
duced Mayor Phelan SB chairman.

hie extending a formal welcome to their 
distinguished guest, who had already 
been individually welcomed by every 
one in the pavilion.
